EXPLANATIONS 
E 
XPLANATIONS are fine, but there is one thing that cannot be ex­ 
plained—and that is life. No one ever has been able to explain it— 
and no one ever will be able to do so. 
Life was given to us to accept, not to explain. We have a job big 
enough, merely in handling it aright, and in properly equipping ourselves 
for a good showing in its arena, or upon its stage.

We are fortunate to be able to explain many of the mysteries of life, 
and the longer we live the more remarkable life seems, but if we under­ 
stood all about it in the beginning, there would be no incentive to go on. 
to rise higher, or to develop the natural gifts bequeathed to us at birth. 
Many of us are continually making mistakes—and for some reason 
oi other, we try to explain them away—but we always get into some new 
trouble in drying to do so. 
A mistake is a mistake. Tile only sensible 
thing to do in such a dilemma is to acknowledge it and, in the words of 
Josh Billings, not to make the same one "twise.” 
So much time is lost in making explanations, too—and they are never 
accepted happily. There is always disappointment lodged in the mind of 
the one to whom one explains. 
The only explanations of value are those that clear up our minds, 
and add knowledge to our fund of information^ 
I read a very interesting comment upon W. H. Hudson, the naturalist, 
iecently in a new book by Frank Swinnerton. He said that Hudson was 
cold and that his emotions were buried under pride. Death to him was 
the great mystery and he thought continuously about it from his sixteenth 
year, and yet he wrote little of his own poverty and disappointments. 
Rather did he give his life to the watching of wild birds, "noting what 
they did in happiness and peril, and in love or war.” Says this com­ 
menter. further, toward the great world of the animal kingdom, "he felt 
unique power of understanding, bast’d upon the vicsissitudes of all suffer­ 
ers from the inhumanity of man.” And so his work gained great distinc­ 
tion. 
We will be so much happier each day if we try to understand more 
and not attempt to explain so much.
